Canada’s Premier the * Colonial 
Lion” of the Jubilee 
Festivities. 


The Lucania, on which Premier and 
Madame Laurier were passengers, 
anchored of the landing stage at Liver- 
pool late on Friday night last week. 
The passengers were not landed, but a 
special tender was sent out for the 
Canadian Premier, whose arrival was 
awaited for by tbe Lord Mayor of 
Liverpool, Sir Donald Smith, Sir J. C. 
Colmer, and other high officials. A 
party headed by Sir Donald went out 
on the tender to welcome Mr. Laurier 
to England. The Premier and party 
had a good voyage except for a delay 
froin fog of about 13 hours, and Mr. 
Laurier looked well, although he bad 
sutfered from the seasickness almost 
enevitable on the first voyage across 
the Atlantic. They were driven to the 
Northwestern Hotel. Sir Henry 
Strong landed the following morning. 
The visit of the Colonial Premiers con- 
tinues to be generally commented upon 
by the English press, special reference 
being made to Mr. Laurier. One paper 
of the city says of him, that he is a 
most attractive personalty. ‘ It is,” 
says the paper, “ not only his voice 
and speech that charm, but everything 
about him attracts.” Evidently Can- 
ada’s Premier is to be the Colonial lion 
of the Jubilee festivities. 

Mr. Laurier and the Colonial Prem- 
iers were banqueted by the Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce on Saturday 
evening, when a large and distinguish- 
ed gathering gave the visitors a hearty 
welcome to England. Upon rising to 
reply to the toast, “‘ Commerce and the 
Empire,” which was proposed

Evidence accumulates that Spain can- 
ect mech longer endure the burden 
ef two wars, and thatea crisis in her col- 
epial affairs is near at hand. Even the 
Madrid papers now publish dispatches 
which show the situation in the Philip- 
gines to be far more serious than has 
beco represented, that inatead of a 
constant succession of insurgent defeats 
the Spanish caropaign is almost para- 
lyzed owing to lack of troops. Some 
6,000 men intended for Cuba, are, it 
la said, to be sent to Manilla instead, 
though the straits to which the gov- 
srnment is put for reinforcements is 
showa by the report that these recruits 
were raised by offers of bounty, it be- 
ing deemed unsafe in the present state 
of public epinion in Spain to further ex- 
tend conscription. In Cuba’ the war 
rags om, with the outlook more gloomy 
for Spain than at any time since the 
rtrug¢ele began, the army being weak- 
er and suffering from want of pay 
except ww deprechated paper ourrency, 
eod the insurgents stronger than they 
wore a year ago. It is true that Gen- 
emi Weyler has personally directed 
sampa gos inthe four provinces of Pinar 
é| Koi, Havana, Matanzas and Santa 
and that as the imsurgents 
rodea@ any general engagements, he 
hus declared the provinces te be paci- 
fed. But the Spanish reports of skir- 
o shes and battle? show that the pat- 
rote are as strong there as ever, that 
they often attack these, and constantly 
inflict heavy losses on the Spaniards. 
fhe total of Spanish losses from all 
muses from the beginning of the war 
down to December last, is placed by 
« London Standard, whoss correspon- 
dent at Madrid has evidently drawn his 
fyures from official sources, at more 
than 44,000 men, or more than twenty- 
two per cent of the entire force sent to 
Cuba. The insurgent loss, on the oth- 
er land is claimed by the Spaniards 
to fave been 20,457, that is, less than 
holf that of Spain; though in view of 
the fabulous losses which the Spaniards 
med to have inflicted upon the pat- 
rote in the ten years’ war, it is evi- 
fent that these figures must be tak- 
en with allowance.

Ac- 
‘\ve operations in the field will, of 
course, be stopped in a few weeks by 
the ralmy season, but the terrible drain 
upon the treasury will not be suspended 
bor the ravages of yellow fever and 
her diseases among the troops, nor 
‘he unceasing activity of the insurg- 
en's. No one can have aught but ad- 
wiration for the tenacity with which 
“pain holds on to her last great col- 
nal pormsession,

HOW TO GROW RAPE. 


Nb other plant in recent years has 
come so rapidly into notice aw rape, 
and none will give more and better 
stokx food for care bestowéd, writes 
J. 8. Woodward. Too much cannot be 
sald in its favor, and farmers every- 
where should post themselves and 
make more ume of it. It grows quick- 
ly and rapidiy, soon fovering ‘the 
ground, and is relished by almost all 
kinds of stock. When eaten Off it 
quickly graves again from the same 
root, so that it will continue to flur- 
nish ffood until frozen solid. A cause 
of disappoimtment to many who have 
tried to grow rape, and which has done 
muth to discourage its growth, has 
been the buying! of! bird rapa, an an- 
nual worthless as stock food. Those 
intending to sew rape shiould use great 
care in getting the genuine Dwarf Bs- 
sex. Although this is called dwarf it 
will often, on good land, grow three 
or more feet talk If three or four 
pounds of gee be sown per acre on 
oat, barley or spring wheat land im- 
metiately following the drill or har- 
row it will “struggle” along in the 
bottom of the growing! grain, and as 
soon as the crop is taken off it will 
@row rapidly. In two or three weeks 
it will be large enough to pasture and 
will give an immense amount of good 
food for sheep, hogs or young cattla 
It will be just the place in which to 
turm the young lambs to be weaned. 
Every corn field should at the last 
cultivation be sown with two or threes 
pounds of rape seed per acre. It will 
not injure the corn, and when that is 
harvested the rape will come om and 
furnish splendid food for any stock. 
Even where the torn is nat out, if the 
bottom was filled with growing rape, 
the stock when turned in the stand- 
ing stalks would find plenty of suc 
culent food and be in no danger of 
injury from an exclusive dist of 


dry com stalks. Besides the 
large amount of feed which it 
Gives, rape grows s0 rapidly and 


forms Buch & dense shade as tosmoth- 
er cut pll Wweeda, and even where ita 
feeding value is not desired it will pay 
to sow ik for the large amount. of 
humus that it will add to the soil. Rape 
may be sown at any time, from very 
|early to the middle of August, and 


| give paying returns in foud furnish 


|ed. But for @ maim crop the best 


way I have ever raised it is to plow 
the field early, abgut the time for 
corm. Then once in about ten days go 
over it with a cultivator or harrow un- 
til time to sow rutabagas, which is 
about Jume 15th. The rape should then 
be sown, two pounds of seed to the 
acre, im drills twenty-seven to thirty 
| inches apart. The object of this course 
is to induce all the weed seeds possible 
to germinwie Ba as to Uestroy the 
weeds. After the rape bas come up 
Give it ome thorough cultivating and 
it will take care of itself. Same advo- 
cate sowing it broadcast on land fit- 
ted as above, but I find that stook 
|do mot like that near as well as when 
| drilled, mor will it make near as large 
@ crop per acre. In mx weeks after 
lsowing @s above it will be large 
|enough to feed, and #t may be cut and 
|given to the stock on a pasture, or 
what is less trouble, the stock be 
| allowed to go imto the field and os 
| themselves.” RKumimating animals, es- 
| Pecially sheep, should mever at first be 
|turnel upon it while wet, either by 
| dew or rain, nor should they be turn- 
}ed 1n with empty stomachs, as it would 
'be sure to bloat them. The best way 
is to turm them in eae dry afternoon, 
| from another pasture on to the rape 
|for about one bour. The next after- 
| noon if dry they. may be turned in for 
good, with no danger. Sheep, especially 
'lambs, should never be confined to a 
rape field, but should bave an old sum- 
mer pasture Where they can run at 
will and graze the dry grass. They 
,Should also have a supply of sait 
|where they can eat it when they like, 
;ar at least be salted two or three times 
'a week. It will algo pay to feed them a 
little wheat or rye bran every day ; 
the rape is very succulent and loosen- 
ing, and the actess to the old pasture 
and giving of dry feed will counter- 
act all such tendency. Where lambs 
have free Sere between an old pas- 
ture amd rape field they will into 
the rape field amd eat their fill from 
one ide and go back into the pasture 
to ie down or graze and will not run 
all over the rape field. I have seen 
them eat the rape dlean as far as 
they bad gome and never go two rods 
beyond. A bunch of lambs may be 
turmed into a rape field by the first 
of August and in four months gain fifty 
|pounds and make the rape pay more 
jthan $12 or @15 per acre. ut this is 
‘Mot the best of it.

re the ground thoroughly, and plow 

rows one foot deap where the rows 
ate to be, setting the rows in the fur- 
row in a mraight line so in oultivat- 
ing you can get up alose to the plants. 
A hill of potatoes, beans or some other 
vegetable may be plenteti between the 
planta in the row, and also a row of 
these crops planted between the rows 
of raspberries the first year. Give clean 
oulture and pinch back the canes when 
one foot high, which causes the bush to 
branch grow atocky like a tree 
The second year mulch with straw 
around the bushes and cultivate the 
middles to keep dowm weeds and the 
ground moist. Pinch the canes back 
when two feet high this and following 
years; and cut the laterals back early 
in ths spring before fruiting. This 
rigid pruning makes the fruit larger. 
Remove canes after fruiting and 
maintain level culture.

ABOUT HOUSECLEANING. 

Woodwork.—Never use soap of any 
kind upon painted woodwork as the al- 
kali softens the surface and causes 
white paint to turn yellow. 

Genuine aapolio or borax is a safer 
detergent than ammonia, but even 
these should be used sparingly. 

Clean woodwork that has been oiled 
or varnished with clear water or tepid 
tea. After cleaning rub lightly with 
a soft cotton cloth add a mixture of 
two parts raw linseed oil and one part 
turpentine. Rub dry with a soft wool- 
len cloth. 

Use the sume mixture, and in the 
game way, for furniture that only needs 
freshe ning. 

Never apply oil to furniture until 
it has been thoroughly cleaned; nor 
ina room where it is dusty, or will be 
during the process ef drying. The clean- 
ing can best be done with a soft cot- 
ton cloth and a medium size flat point- 
ed brush. If badly soiled, or the dust 
in carved and corners is obstinate 
add a little ammonia to the water. 

Willow Ware.—If tinted willow fur- 
niture is very dusty, wash in clear wa- 


dn ter, using a brush ia the crevices, and 


dry in the shade. Willow or rattan fur- 
oiture in natura] color may be thor- 
oughly scrubbed with a stiff brush, 
warm water and white soap. Dry in 
the sun and wind. 

Carpets, Rugs and Drapery.—Car- 
pets or rugs can be as thoroughly beat- 
eo spread on the grass as hung over 
@ line, and with much less danger of 
injury. In either case they should be 
beaten on the wrong side first.

SOME GOOD RECIPES. 


Waffles—Quickly Made.—For quick 
waffles place in a medium-sized bowl 
one cup of boiled rice, mix with it the 
beaten yolks of three eggs, one pint of 
mil&, one scant tablespoonful of lard 
and one of butter, melted together. Fwo 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder in en- 
flour to make a thin batter, one tea- 
spoonful of salt. Bake in a waffle iron 
and serve at once. 

Honey Biscuits—Thesa are very 
tasty and are not at all difficult to 
make. Take three-quarters of a pound 
of dried and sifted flour, six ounces of 
honey, quarter of a pound of caster 
sugar, two ounces of citron, and half 
an ounce of orange pee! cut small. Melt 
the sugar and honey and mix in gradu- 
ally the other ingredients.

The very best disinfectant and de 
odorizer known is hot coperas water. 
Two-thirds of a oupful dissolved in as 
pail of water and turned down drain 
pipes and any other receptacie of waste 
matter will sweeten and purify them. 
If the drain pipes get stopped up so 
that the water runs off slowly, dissolve 
potash in hot water and turn it down 
them. It will cut out the grease. 

Anybody who covets the hardwood 
floors of the city mansions and thinks 
she’d have “a snap” in avoiding use of 
the broom and duster is hereby inform- 
ed to the contrary. Unless it is kept 
in good order a hardwood floor shows 
dust even more than a ca 
no joke to keep it in order. 
month it must be polished with 
beeswax and turpentine applied wh 
liberal use of elbow grease.

BUTTON-HOLES AND LOOPS. 


Button-holes in fraying goods should 
be bound with narrow braid to match 
the garment, or a sma!l cord basted 
around the hole and the silk worked 
over this. An underfacng of coarse 
canvas will also be found a great help. 

Hooks and loops are more often used 
nowadays than hooks and eyes. When 
using the former the books are sewed 
in piace first, a smnall size being used, 
and then the loops are made afterward, 
by taking a doulne stitch where the 
hook wouid fasten, and then working 
it with a button-ho'e stitch, making 
one or two tiny cross stitches at the 
end to give it strength.

THE FIRST SCREW STEAMSHIP. 


The History and Fate ef the Fameun eid 
Great Britain Now a Coal Hulk. 


The wonderful rapid development of 
(the modern twin-screw ocean ¢Tey~ 
| hounds mnkes the fate and history of 
| the first screw steamer that crossed 
| the ocean peculiarly interesting. Em- 
| ployed as a hulk in Fort Stanley, Falk- 
‘land Islands, is all that is left of the 
} steamship Great Britain, which arf- 
| Tived in New York on Aug. 10, 1645, 
on her maiden trip from Liverpool. 
making the passage from port to port 
in fifteen days. 

The Great Britain was built of iron 
|and was launched in Bristol in July 
1843. The driving power was an Arch- 
imedean screw of six blades, with ®& 
diarm ter of 15 feet 6 inches. The screw 
was drivea by chain gearing on the 
' shaft, and the engines developed 1,500 
horse power. Steam was supplied by 
| three tubeless boilers, at a pressure of 
| 25 pounds. The principal dumensicns of 

the vessel were: Length, 322 feet; beam 
| $8 feet: depth, 31 feet 6 inches, and her 
‘tonnage was 3.270. In thowe days sail 
| power was very necessary as ab aid 
lto steam, and with only one funnel, 
the Great Britain was originally fitted 
with six masts, all of them, except the 
Bees being fore-and-aft rigged.

Attempt te Make Egypt a Great Competiter 
im Cotten and Wheat Preductien. 

Prof. Forbes, the well-known elec- 
trician, has been sent out to Egypt 
by the Britinh Government to report 
on the utilization of the cataracts of 
the Nile for the ganeration of eleo 
tricity. Officially described,‘the Pro 
Professor bas gone out at the re- 
quest of the Egyptiam Council of Min- 
isters, which is an amiable fiction to 
make believe that Egypt is still an 
independent country. 

The mission of Prof. Forbes is in 
pursuance of along cherished in- 
tention of the British Government to 
turn Egypt with its Soudaneee depen- 
dencies, into a great wheat and cot- 
ton farm to supply the English mar- 
ket. The works projected and in con- 
struction on, the lower Nile, witha view 
to the irrigation of vast areas of desert 
dust for the production of graim and 
cotton are to be supplemented by rail- 
ways and tramways worked by eleo 
tricity for the transport of the pro- 
duce tot be coast. 

The careful compiled statistics and | 
observations that have been made by | 
the British Government officials since} 
the occupation of Egypt im 1882 have 
enabled them to establish the exact 
value of the product of the labor and 
Jand of the country. The areas of land, 
which it is e ted will be brought | 
under cultivation in the next few) 
years, through the construction of re-, 
servoirs and the economizing of the, 
great body of water that now passes, 
into the Mediterranean, will require, 
an amount of jabor far beyond what | 
the population of Egypt can afford. | 
The intention is to meet the deficiency 
in the native supply with’ imported la- | 
bor from India, and machinery from 
England, the motive power for which | 
is to be furnished by electricity from 
the Nile cataracts.

trol will be furnished to the British 
investor; an outlet will be afforded 
for the superabounding population of 
India, and an additional market will ;

As the wife of the great 
merchant prince she had unusual op- 
portunities for picking up odd but valu- 
able bite in all parts the world, as 
her husband’s buyers always had o 
standing order to buy when they were 
certain of the quality. At the time 
of her death these laces were valued 
at $600,000, but since then they have 
been scattered far and wide. 

Mrs. John Jacob Astor has a Vene- 
tian rose point !ace fan purchased last 
fall at the sale of a famous collection 
for $1300. It may not be the most ex- 
pensive fanin the world, but there are 
a few which cost more. The sticks are 
of mother of pearl, with a delicate trac- 
ery in gold. It is needless to say that 
this fanis seldom used, for in the 
crushes which characterize the aver- 
age society function it would probably 
be smashed to flinders and the guazy 
dace torn into shreda. 

The eccentric Queen of Belgium has 

a lace gown which cost a fabulous sum. 
It is said to contain 60 yards of lace 
of various widths. Some wildly im- 
aginative people, in writing of this 
own, have placed its cost at $1,000,000. 
Vhen the vagiule of lace is being con- 
sidered there is a wide field for error 
at hand. At the utmost the lace gown 
of Belgium's Queen could hardly have 
cost more than $75,000, and one-half 
of that sum might cover the total. 

The collection of Mrs. Hicks-Lord is 
said to contain the famous point de 
(russels shawl once owned by Eugenie. 
Mrs. Hicks-Lord keeps ail of her treas- 
ures locked up in the vaults of a safe 
deposit company, and as she never goes 
into society nowadays it is difficult to 
noiume her possessions with any degree 
of accuracy. This shawl has ‘been 
valued nt $30,000. Jfighty experts 
worked on it for a year, and the Em- 
press Eugenie wore it ‘three times. 
Since then it has never been worn. 

Mrs. William ‘H. Vanderbilt owns 
som efine bits of point d’Alencon, one 
of the costliest laces inthe world. The 
reason of the great cost is due, of 
ca@irse, to the amount of intricate labor 
required. First, the design is drawn by 


; an artist and then engraved cn a COp- 


per plate, from which it is printed on 
iong strips of parchment. Vieces of 
linen are attached to the parchment, 


iand the pattern is traced with thread. 


The ground netting of the lace is then 
worked out. More than twenty ex- 
perienced hands are reqnired to do 
their several kinds of ork before the 
tiniest bit of point d’Alencon can_ be 
ee Some of this 
wrought as much as $1600 a yard, but 
this is an exceptionally high price. 

It can be seen by this that the fad 
of lace collecting is a most costly one, 
and possible only to those who have @ 
limitless income.
